He has taken o n 1 eadership 
of a 1.2-billion-strong Church 
beset by scandal and signs of 
deep internal dysfunction, but 
diere are signs Ins popularity 
is revitalizing it

clusive interview Wednesday

For pulling the papacy 
out of the palace and into the 


streets, for committing the 
world's largest church to con¬ 
fronting its deepest needs and 
for balancing judgment with 
mercy, Pape Francis is 
TIME'S 2G13 Person of the 
Year," said managing editor 
Nancy Gibbs. 

She said it was rare far a 
new figure on the world stage 
to capture so much attention 
so quickly -- from the "young 
and old, faithful and cynical." 

He has placed himself at 
the very center of the central 
conversations of our time:

QRANJESTAD - The De¬ 
partment of Public Health has 
recently made a presentation 
to personnel of our high and 
low rise hotels with respect to 
a Mosquito Free program. At¬ 
tendance to tiie presentation 
was excellent These were 
p ersons working m the main¬ 
tenance, gardens and house¬ 
keeping departments. 

The goal of the program is 
to reduce the number of mos¬ 
quito infestations tD zero in 
the hotel zone. They are in¬ 
tent on eradicating especially 
the Aedes Aegypti mosquito 
strain which is the strain that 
transmits the dengue, which 
is a danger not only to our 
visitors hut to the entire com¬ 
munity in general. 

GKMB will be providing 
instruction to personnel of 
our hotels on howto locate, 
treat and control the mos¬ 
quito's breeding grounds 
They will explain the vigi¬ 
lance system which must be 
kept m a log book, do regular 
checks at least twice monthly 
and report updates to the 
GKMB 

GKMB controls every 


hotel and commercial apart¬ 
ments 4 times per year, in the 
Mosquito Free Hotel pro¬ 
gram GKMB will provide 
technical support wherever 
necessary and also provide 
training to equip employees 
of mentioned departments to 
be able to solve potential 
problems. 

Every effort is being made 
to eradicate the problem of 
mosquito. Together with the 
tourism industry GKMB is 
continuing to look for and 
eliminate mosquito breeding 
grounds. If one must use an 
insecticide be sure it is 
'green' tD avoid damage to 
the environment. All hotels 
and commercial apartments 
are responsible to resolve the 
mosquito problem if found 
on their prop erty If in 2 014 
the ho tel /commercial apart¬ 
ments succeeds in controlling 
the problem, they will receive 
a certificate of the Mosquito 
Free Hotel program, which is 
valid for one year

White House dismisses 
critics over Obama-Castro 
handshake 


WAS HINGTON (AFP) - The 
White House on Wednesday 
dismissed Republican criti¬ 
cism of President Barack 
Obama's handshake with 
Cuban leader Raul Castro at 
Nelson Mandela's memorial 
service. 

Obama has faced a back¬ 
lash from Republican rivals 
after exchanging pleasantries 
with Castro, the leader of a 
Communist-run country that 
has been bitterly estranged 
from the United States since 
1961 

The White House has in¬ 
sisted the gesture was not 
"pre-planned" while a Cuban 
govemiiient-run web site 
noted hopefully that the 
handshake could "be the be¬ 
ginning of the end of the US 


aggressions against Cuba." 

White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest played down the 
significance of the exchange 
on Wednesday stating it had 
been informal. 

"It's my understanding, 
based on people who did talk 
to the President after his 
speech, that they didn't have 
a robust, substantive conver¬ 
sation about policies, but 
rather exchanged some pleas¬ 
antries as the President was 
making his way to the 
podium," Earnest told re¬ 
porters. 

"So there was not an op¬ 
portunity for the president to 
chronicle his many concerns 
about human rights abuses on 
the island of Cuba," he 
added.

GENEVA (AFP) - Many of 
us cannot recall the last time 
we gat a letter m the mail, but 
Santa will tins year receive a 
record eight million of them, 
the United Nations said 
Wednesday.

VIENNA (AFP) - Uruguay's 
move to legalise tire produc¬ 
tion and sale of marijuana 
breaks international law, the 
world dings body said 
Wednesday, warning it would 
encourage addiction. 

“ Uruguay is breaking the in¬ 
ternational conventions on 
drug control with the cannabis 
legislation approved by its 
congress," said the Interna¬ 
tional Narcotics Control 
Board, a UN body that over¬ 
sees the implementation of in¬ 
ternational treaties on drugs. 

INCB president Raymond 
Yans added he was "surprised" 
that Montevideo had "know¬ 


ingly decided to break the uni¬ 
versally agreed and interna¬ 
tionally endorsed legal 
provisions of the treaty " 

He accused the country's 
lawmakers of ignoring scien¬ 
tific evidence on the health 
risks of marijuana, and said 
claims the law would help re¬ 
duce crime relied on "rather 
precarious and unsubstantiated 
assumptions.' 

The move 'will not protect 
young people, but rather have 
the perverse effect of encour¬ 
aging early experimentation, 
lowering the age of first use, 
and thus contributing to ear¬ 
lier onset of addiction and 
other disorders,' said Yans. 

Uruguay's parliament voted 
on Tuesday to legalise mari¬ 
juana, becoming the first na¬ 
tion m the w r orld to oversee the 
production and sale of the 
ding 

"The war against drugs has 
failed," said Senator Roberto 
Conde as he presented the bill 
Dn behalf of the ruling leftist 
Broad Front, calling it an “un¬ 
avoidable response" to that 
failure. 

Hie law not only authorises 
the pro du cti on. distribufi o n 
and sale of cannabis, but also 
allows individuals to grow 
their own on a small scale, and 
creates consumer clubs — all 
under state supervision and 
control. 


The UN office on drugs and 
crime on Wednesday said it 
agreed with the INCB state¬ 
ment and implicitly criticised 
Uruguay's unilateral move in 
the global war on dings.

LONDON (AFP) - Finding a 
cure or treatment for dementia 
by 2025 ik within reach, 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron said Wednesday at 
the first-ever GS meeting on 
combating die disease. 

Healtli ministers from the 
Group of Eigilt industrialised 
countries met in London to 
tackle what experts warn is a 
dementia time-bo mb, with 
cases set to soar as the global 
population ages 
They agreed a funding surge 
for research in a bid to hit the 
2025 target amid warnings 
tlias the escalating problem 
could bankrupt healthcare 
budgets if a cure is not found 
The GS, chaired this year by 
Britain, hopes that by forming 
a common fiont, the summit 


will prove the turning point in 
tackling tire disease 
The currently incurable con¬ 
dition afflicts some 44 million 
people worldwide — most of 
them elderly 

Sufferers of dementia of 
win eh Alzheimer's di seas e is the 
most common form, often end 
up needing full-time care as it. 
attacks their memory, reasoning 
and other brain functions. 

Alzheimer's Disease Interna¬ 
tional warned in a report last 
week that die number o f suffer¬ 
ers is set to surge, trebling to 
135 million by 2050, as life ex¬ 
pectancy rises around die globe 
"In generations past the 
world came to gether to take on 
the great, killers We stood 
against malaria, cancer, HIV 
and AIDS, and we should be 


just as resolute today," 
Cameron sad. "I want Decem¬ 
ber 11, 2013 to go down as die 
day the global fight-back re¬ 
ally started. 

The G3 nations -- Britain, 
Canada, France, Germany, 
Italy, Japan, Russia and the 
United States -- agreed to sig¬ 
nificant increases in funding 
for research and related infra¬ 
structure. 

Meanwhile die European 
Union's health commissi oner 
Tomo Borg announced a 1.2 bil¬ 
lion euro ($1 55 billion) budget 
for health research in 2014- 
2015, including dementia and 
neurodegenerative diseases 

The GS agreed to coordinate 
rather than duplicate their re¬ 
search, sharing out the work¬ 
load and filling in the gaps. 
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PARIS (AFP) - A mutant form 
of tlie H7N9 flu virus that is re¬ 
sistant to frontline drugs is just 
as contagious as its non-resis¬ 
tant counterpart, according to 
a lab test reported. 

Tire study, published m the 
journal Nature C omnium ca¬ 
tions, raises a red flag for the 
virus; which has claimed 
dozens of lives since its out¬ 
break in February 

H7N9 is believed to have 
spread to humans from poultry, 
where it circulates naturally. 
The UN's World Healfli Organ¬ 
isation (WHO) says on its 
website that "so far", no evi¬ 
dence has emerged of u sus¬ 
tained transmission of H7N9 
among people. 

Scientists led by Nicole 
Bouvier at the Mount Sinai 
School of Medicine m New 
York analysed an early sample 


of H7N9 taken from a patient 
in Shanghai 

Replicating the virus in 
high-security conditions, they 
found it had a mutation that 
made it resistant to the two 
frontline antiviral drugs -- 
Tamiflu (Sab name oseltamivir) 
and Peramivir — and partially 
resistant to a third drug, Re- 
ienza (zanamivir). 

The mutant variety of 
H7N9 replicated as easily and 
as virulently as the non-mutant 
strain m human respiratory 
cells in a lab dish, in mice 
lungs and in guinea pigs 

The discovery is unusual as 
"seasoned" influenza -- com¬ 
mon-or-garden flu strains that 
erupt every winter — typically 
loses some of its contagious¬ 
ness when a strain becomes 
drug-reastant.

eign investment and break the 
75-year-old oil monopoly. 

The bill is the centerpiece o f 
President Enrique Pena Nieto's 
reform drive, winch has also 
seen new tax collection, 
telecommunications and edu¬ 
cation laws m an effort to revi - 
talise Latin America's second 
biggest economy. 

The legislation would let 
private firms explore and ex¬ 
tract oil and gas as well as 
share profits, production and 
risk with the state-run energy 
giant Femes, ending a ban ce¬ 
mented m the constitution 
The Senate voted 95-J8 for 
tiie general outlines of the bill 
m a mi din gilt vote. 

The proposed constitutional 
changes stem from a deal be¬ 
tween Pena Nieto's centrist In¬ 
stitutional Revolutionary Party 
(PRI) and the conservative op¬ 
position National Action Parly 
The two pallies say the re¬ 
form is badly needed to mod¬ 
ernize Pemex and reverse 
falling oil production 
But the left-wing Demo¬ 
cratic Revolution Party (PRD) 
has branded the plan treason 
and a submission to US oil 
companies, calling the legisla¬ 
tion a hid to privatize a symbol 
of national sovereignty. 

Pro testers have camped out 
outside the Senate, hitting 
metal police barriers with 
shoes, sticks and rocks 
The PRI insists the oil 
would remain m the nation's 
hands 
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It says the reform is needed 
to reverse a downward trend in 
oil production, which has 
dropped from 3.4 million bar¬ 
rets per day in 3QQ4 to 2.5 mil¬ 
lion bpd today 
The bill proposes contract 
and licensing schemes that fall 
short of more controversial 
concessions. 

The legislation also would 
remove Pan ex's powerful 
union, which has been tainted 
by corruption allegations, from 
the company board. 

Changes to the oil sector 
strike at the heart of modern 
Mexico's national identity. 

In 1938, then president 
Lazaro Cardenas nationalized

Dutch water firm cuts Israel

THE HAGUE (AFP) - Dutch 
water supplier Vi tens has 
ended a partnership with Is¬ 
raeli water company Mekorot 
due to the "political context*, 
the Dutch company said on 
Wednesday. 

The abrupt decision comes 
days after a visit to die Meko¬ 
rot offices m Israel by the 
N e tli erl and's trad e mini ster 
Lilianne Ploumen was 
abruptly cancelled 

In a statement, Yitens said it 
had come to the conclusion 
that it was “ extremely hard" to 
work with Mekorot on future 
projects "because they cannot 
be taken out of the political 
context." 

The company visit was part 
of a larger tour of Israel by 
Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
tli at was marred by a dispute 
over a Dutch-made security 
scanner on the Gaza border. 

Rutte was to have inaugu¬ 


rated the scanner on the fron¬ 
tier with the Palestinian Is¬ 
lamist-ruled strip, but the 
ceremony was broken off 

The focus of tlie dispute is 
trade between Gaza and the 
West Bank, which is controlled 
by the Palestinian Authority 
un d er p r esi d ent M ahmu d 
Abbas. 

Israel' s d efenc e mini stry 
wants to isolate the two Pales¬ 
tinian regions, while Dutch of¬ 
ficials had hoped the scanner 
might boost commerce be¬ 
tween them 

Mekorot, which provides 
water to Israeli towns and to 
Jewish settlements in the occu¬ 
pied Palestinian territories, has 
been accused by Dutch media 
of denying water access to 
Palestinians 

Accordmg to tli e Worl d 
Bank, a third of Palestinian ter¬ 
ritories are cut off from the Is¬ 
raeli water system and Israelis 


draw out a far bigger share of 
the water supply than agreed m 
the 1995 Oslo 2 accord. 

Israeli deputy Foreign min¬ 
ister Zeev Elkin said he was 
"blindsided" by the pullout 
"and a few more European 
companies have made similar 
decisions in the past months, 
which have blind sided us ex¬ 
actly m parallel with the peace 
process" 

In talks last week, Israel, 
Jordan and the Palestinians 
signed a histone water-sharing 
initiative at the World Bank 
that could protect water re¬ 
sources in the region amid ris¬ 
ing demand. 

The deal will see Israel,

Olympics: Navratilova urges IOC 
over gay rights 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Tennis 
legend Martma Navratilova hit 
out at the IOC on Tuesday, ac¬ 
cusing the Olympic body of 
“putting tlisir head in die sand" 
aver gay rights. 

The openly gay former ten¬ 
nis star, speaking at the United 
Nations m New York, also 
took a swipe at Qatar, hosts of 
the football World Cup in 
2D22 

But she was mast animated 
about what she sees as die In¬ 
ternational Olympic Commit¬ 
tee's (IOC) inaction ahead of 
the Sochi Winter Olympics in 
February in Russia, a country 


which has courted criticism for 
legislation that gay activists 
and critics say discriminates 
against homosexuals 
"In Qatar for example, 
where the World Cup is going 
to be, homosexual activity is 
punishable by jail terms," said 
Navratilova, who was bom in 
what was then Czechoslovakia 
but became a US citizen 
"My disappointment is with 
the IOC far really putting their 
head in the sand and not ’■want¬ 
ing to make any waves... I 
think the IOC needs to stand 
up better for their athletes, 


quite frankly." 

"I have never supported 
boycott (of Sochi) because the 
athletes would be the only 
ones that will suffer from a 
boycott," she told a press con¬ 
ference, adding "Nobody 
gams by that " 

Navratilova, who won IS 
Grand slams in a glittering ca¬ 
reer, said that the US also had 
progress to make on gay rights 
"We need to clean up our 
own country first, 1 said the 57- 
year-old, who was to participate 
m a UN debate on homophobia 
in spDrt an Human Rights Day 
on Tuesday. 

J as on C olltn s, a j ourneyman 
NBA player who revealed his 
homo s exuality e arli er tin s 
year, said he also wanted 
Olympic chiefs to take action. 

"The IOC and FIFA (foot¬ 
ball's world governing body) 
should look when they are se¬ 
lecting a izity or country to host 
at whom they choose to asso¬ 
ciate their brand with, is it a 
government that would openly 
oppress their own people' 1 "
